ANDREWS ASOERTS 
DRY OTAFF UNABLE 
TD MEET DEMANDS 


Tells Senate Inquirers 
U. S. Should Center on 
Stopping Supplies. 


LOCAL ENFORCEMENT 
BY STATES IS URGED 


Will Resume the Stand Today. 
Bruce and Edge Assail 
Volstead Act. 


By ALBERT W. FOX 

Advocates of modification of the 
prohibition law opened their case 
yesterday at the opening day of the 
wet and dry battle before the Means 
subcommittee of the Senate judici- 
ary committee. After 2 hours and 
40 minutes of testimony a truce was 
called until 10 o’clock today, with 
Lincoln’ C. Andrews, prohibition di- 
rector, on the stand. 

The features of the initial hear- 
ing, apart from the incidents which 
added zest to the proceedings, were 
the following: 

Senator Bruce presented an open- 
ing argument, which was later char- 
acterized by Senator Reed of Mis- 
souri, as the best presentation of 
the case against prohibition ever 
made since the Volstead act became 
law. 

Senator Edge followed with an 
appeal for modification within con- 
stitutional limits which would per- 
mit light wines and beer. 

Prohibition Director Andrews 
said proper enforcement was not 
possible with the material at his 
command and declared that no pro- 
greas toward real enforcement can 
be expected from merely arresting 
distributors or bootlggers. 

Would Center on Sources 

“I feel perfectly confident,’ Gen- 
eral Andrews said, “that we will 
never get anywhere in arresting dis- 
tributors. The brother or uncle of 
the man arrested takes it right up.’’ 
-- This point made by Gen. Andrews 
was in support of his theory that 
the Federal government should con- 
centrate its enforcement activities 
in trying to dry up the source of 
liquor supplies and breaking up the 
organized traffic in illicit liquor. To 
the States would be left the burden 
of handling local enforcement, ac- 
cording to this policy. 

“In that way I feel we would 
win the approval of the whole com- 
munity,” he said. 

Gen. Andrews was called by the 
antiprohibitionists as their first 
government witness. But Senator 
Means, chairman of the subcommit- 
tee, hastened to state for the 
record that Mr. Andrews must not 
be regarded as taking sides one 
way or the other, but was simply 
appearing before the committee to 
give facts. 


Photographers Delay Opening 

The prohibition director proved 
a good witness. At times he hesi- 
tated about giving direct answers 
to embarrassing questions asked by 
Julian Codman, Massachusetts 
lawyer, who represents the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor and other 
organizations and is _ assisting 
Senators Edge, Edwards and Bruce 
in presenting their case. But, on 
the whole, Mr. Andrews spoke with 
a degree of frankness which im- 
pressed all the committee members. 
He was singularly at ease and ap- 
parently endeavored to be helpful 
to both 4dides in supplying informa- 
tion. 

There was some délay in getting 
the hearings started, owing to the 
crowd which clamoured for places 
in the relatively small room, 224 in 
the Senate Office building, and ow- 
ing to the preliminaries which in- 
volved motion pictures of individual 
stars in the investigation, close-ups 


tion. Cameras were everywhere, it 
seemed, but unoccupied chairs were 
scarce, and for some time there was 
standing room . only. Women, 
young and old, were in evidence. 

Gen. Andrews was spied in a seat 
in the front row and was ¢alled up 
to the committee table to pose in 
the pictures. Then Wayne B.

48,105 Children and Adults 
At White House Egg-Rolling 


Coolidges Witness Easter Festival Participated in by 
Record-breaking Crowd—100 in “Lost Battalion.” 
Band Concert Closes Brilliant Day. 


Under a sky that alternately 
smiled and frowned, 48,105 chil- 
dren and grownups swarmed onto 
the White House grounds yesterday 
for the annual egg-rolling festival. 
This was the greatest crowd on 
record. 

Mrs. Calvin Coolidge, attired in 
an all-white costume and flanked 
by her two white collies, passed the 
greater part of the day watching 
and smiling upon the myriads of 
children. The President appeared 
for a brief period in the luncheon 
hour, and passed the remainder of 
the day at his desk. 

More than 100 children became 
separated from their parents in the 
course of the day. They were mar- 
shaled into a “‘lost battalion’? near 
the south portico and held there un- 
til their parents claimed them. 

When the number of lost children | 
began to multiply, Mrs. Coolidge | 
had a table brought out to the 
porch. Girl scouts placed the tem- 
porary foundlings on the table so 
that their parents might see them. 

The first-aid tent in the grounds 
was another evidence of Mrs. Cool- 
idge’s thoughtfulness. She ar- 
ranged for this several days ago. 
The only patients received were a 
half-dozen children who had fallen 
and skinned their knees on the 
gravel paths. Dr. Alec A. Preece, 
Mrs. Zellie Pritchard and Miss Vir- 
ginia Strothers, of Emergency hos- 
pital, treated them. 


Thirty truckloads of broken eggs, 
papers and other refuse were car- 
ried away from the White House 
grounds following the egg rolling.

Shan, governor of Shansi province, 
and Sun Chuang-Fang, governor of 
Kinagso province, for the destruc- 
tion of the Chihli and Shantung 
armies now besieging Peking.

First, Gen. Feng Yu-Hsiang’s re- 
tirement is to become permanent; 
second, the restoration of Tsao- 
Kun to the presidency; third, the 
restoration of the Nanking provin- 
cial constitution; fourth, the gov- 
erning cabinet will operate until an 
election under the Nanking consti- 
tution. 

Under this agreement, Sun Chu- 
an-Fang will strike Shantung prov- 
ince from the south, Gen. Wu Pei- 
Fu and Yen Hsi-Shan will drive 
against the Chihli army from the 
west, and the kuominchun will at- 
tack from the north, Under these 
circumstances, Gen. Chang Tso-lin 
is expected to withdraw to Man- 
churia. 

A kuominchun airplane flew low 
over Peking just before dusk today 
in an effort to assure the residents 
that further air raids will be com- 
batted.

Shown on Floor. 


BINGHAM AND REED 
MAY ARGUE HIS CASE 


Fear of Losing Control in Next 
Congress Said to Prompt 
Republicans. 


Debate on the Brookhart-Steck 
contest, involving the seat of the 
junior senator from Iowa, had not 
progressed far in the Senate yes- 
terday before rumors of a change 
of heart on the part of stanch 
administration senators toward Sen- 
ator Smith W. Brookhart became 
widespread at the Capitol. 

The prediction was made freely 
in many quarters that Senator 
Brookhart’s right to the seat he has 
been occupying since March 4, 
1926. would be established beyond 
question by the vote of the Sen- 
ate, notwithstanding the adverse 
report of the Senate judiciary com- 
mittee, which voted 10 to 1 to un- 
seat him, and the heretofore hostile 
attitude of regular Republicans 
who resented his desertion of the 
Coolidge-Dawes ticket in 1924. 

The rumors were strengthened 
by the performance of more than 
one administration senator during 
the first day’s debate on the con- 
test. In the first place, Senator 
Ernst, of Kentucky, chairman of the 
Senate privileges and elections com- 
mitee, subsided immediately after 
presenting the majority report, and 
surrendered the actual leadership 
of the committee fight to Senator 
Caraway (Democrat), of Arkansas. 


Butler Questions Caraway. 


Senator Ernst sat on the Demo- 
cratic side of the chamber, near 
the seat of Senator Caraway, and 
alongside the clerk of the commit- 
tee, who had charge of the exhibits 
in the case, but he took no part 
in the Gebate. Not a Republican 
member of the committee who 
signed the majority report dis- 
played any eagerness to come to 
Senator Caraway’s aid, even when 
he was bombarded with questions 
from both sides of the chamber. 

Furtherniore, questions pro- 
pounded by Senator Butler, of 
Massachusetts, chairman of the Re- 
publican national committee and 
the accredited administration 
spokesman in the Senate, and Sen- 
ator Bingham, of Connecticut, in- 
dicated they were not altogether 
satisfied with the manner in which 
the committee disposed of the dis- 
puted ballots in the care. 

It was reported that Senators 
Bingham and Reed, of Pennsyl- 
vania, staunch Republican mem- 
bers; intended to make speches in 
behalf of Senator Brookhart, and 
that Republican regulars like Sen- 
ators Curtis, of Kansas, the ma- 
jority floor leader, and Moses, of 
New Hampshire, were scanning the 
minority report closely to see if 
they could not resolve their doubts 
in favor of the senator whose seat 
is in jeopardy. 

The sudden change in the sit- 
uation is attributed to political ex- 
pediency, although recent votes of 
Senator Brookhart have helped to 
restore him to the favor of his 
Republican colleagues who ostra- 
cized him from their ranks after 
his espousal of the La Follette 
cause in 1924, 


Regular on Occasions. 


Republican senators never lose 
sight of the fact that the outlook 
for continuation of their control 
of the Senate in the next Congres 
is not encouraging. If they vote 
to seat Daniel F. Steck, the Demo- 
cratic contestant for Senator 
Brookhart’s seat, a change of 
seven seats in the senatorial elec- 
tions this year will give the Demo- 
crats a majority in the next Senate. 

Regardless of Senator Brook- 
hart’s alleged radical views on cer- 
tain questions, they apparently have 
confidence that he will vote with the 
regular Republicans when the time 
comes to organize the next Senate. 
A situation may arise wherein one 
vote will decide the issue, as it did 
in 1919. Recently, Senator Brook- 
hart’s votes on questions involving 
party regularity have been as regu- 
lar as any on the Republican side. 

Moreover, the seating of Senator 
Brookhart will remove a dangerous 


opponent of Senator Albert B. Cum- 
mins, senior senator from Iowa, and 
a regular, from the senatorial pri- 


baton election in Iowa this year.

IN WELL AT ALEXANDRIA 


Father, Jumping in Shallow 
Water, Kicks Body 
of His Son. 


MISSING ONLY HALF HOUR 


Charles Thomas, 7 years old, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. M. C. Thomas, of 
Alexandria, Va., was drowned late 
yesterday afternoon in a shallow, 
open well on the grounds of the 
Emerson Pump & Valve Co. 
at the head of King street, a short 
distance from his home on Mer- 
chant street. 

The child’s body was discovered at 
4:60 o’clock by his father, who had 
begun a search for him a half hour 
after he left .home to play. The 
boy had been home only a few min- 
utes from rolling Easter eggs with 
his mother. 

Discovering the boy’s hat beside 
the well, the father jumped into 
the five feet of water and felt the 
body with his feet. He carried the 
boy to Alexandria hospital in a 
passing automobile. 

Efforts by Dr. Llewelyn Powell, 
of the hospital, to revive the boy 
were fruitless. He worked an hour 
wth pulmotor and other aids.

AD VAST THRONGS 
QURROUND PRISON 


Bandit Like a Wounded 
Animal at Bay in the 
Death Chamber. 


NEW NOOSE DEVICE 
IS USED FIRST TIME 


Execution Carried Out in Few 
Minutes After His Third 
Reprieve Expires. 


Weathersfield Prison, Conn., 
Tuesday, April 6 (By A. P.).— 
Gerald Chapman, notorious robber, 
who waged a bitter fight until the 
end to escape the noose for the 
murder of a New Britain police- 
man, died on Connecticut’s new 
hanging machine early today. 

The machine was sprung at 12:04 
o’clock and Chapman was officlally 
pronounced dead at 13:13 a. m. 

Calm and unmoved to the end, 
Chapman, whose real name was 
George Chartres, the son of a re- 
spectable family, walked quietly to 
his place in the blue chalk circle 
on the floor where the noose was 
adjusted. A few moments later 
his life which had encompassed 
some of the most sensational crimes 
of the past decade was ended. 


No Crucifix Displayed. 


He died without the consolation 
of resting his last glance on a crud- 
fix. Father Michael P. Barry, the 
spiritual adviser of his last weeks 
on earth, accompanied the notorious 
bandit to his death after passing 
the last four hours alone with him 
in the death cell. Father Barry did 
not explain why he did not carry a 
crucifix, according to custom. 

The witnesses took their seats 
shortly before Chapman entered the 
death chamber, but the medical 
examiner and prison physician 
moved over to the corner and stood 
beside the warden. There was a 
moment’s delay only when the door 
of the chamber across the hall 
opened as Chapman, with a guard 
on either side, came out, followed 
by Father Barry and other guards. 


Glances at Witnesses. 


The priest walked to the side ef 
the room, Chapman uttered no 
sound. He looked quickly around. 
His eyes swept first the group in 
the warden’s corner, then the wit- 
ness on the benches and finally 
rested on the right-hand corner, 
where the enclosure for the hang- 
the hanging windlass is hidden. 

Those glances were piercing. They 
suggested those of a wounded ani- 
mal at bay. 

It was but an instant, for the 
noose which was looped upon the 
wall behind him, and which he 
could not have seen, was taken down 
by a guard. Just as the black cap 
was drawn over his head from be- 
hind, shutting out the bright lights 
of the room and the faces of those 
in front of him, his legs were 
strapped. Almost the same instant 
the guards stepped back and the 
harsh rasp of the plunger was 
heard simultaneous with the whirr 
of the hanging machine. 

Chapman's body was whisked up- 
ward as the slack rope became 
taut. ) 

Guards Steady Body. 

A guard on either side seized the 
legs and steadied the body until fr 
became almost motionless. Deputy 
Warden Starr nodded toward thé 
windlass closet and inch by inch 
the body was lowered until the feet 
were near the floor. The two 
guards held the body perfectly still, 
each grasping a wrist. 

The room was in absolute silence 
for a minute and then the tension 
was broken by a cough by one of 
the witnesses. Then there was thw 
faint sound of pencils scratching 
on paper as the witnesses from the 
press made notes. 

There was an exchange of nods 
between officers and guards and 
two of the latter removed the 
traps from the dead man’s legs and 
arms. The deputy warden looked 
at the warden. The prison phys- 
iclan walked to the body and 
opened Chapman’s shirt. The 
stethescope was applied by the 
physician, who listened several 
minutes for signs of heart action, 
then, turning, he nodded to the 
medical examiner, who came for- 
ward and, taking his own stethe- 
scope from his pocket, affixed {t 
and listened for a moment. Then 
he indicated that the man was dead 
and so whispered to the deputy 
Death was official seven.

WARY OF WORKERS 
RETIREMENT BILL 


Proposed Cost to Government 
May Have to Be Trimmed 
Further. 


SHARE IS $24,187,919 
UNDER PROJECTED PLAN 


Liberalization Measure Would 
Add $6,000,000 to the 
Present Contribution. 


House managers looked warily 
on the government employes’ re- 
tirement bil] submitted by the civil 
service committee yesterday, and 
there were suggestions that its pro- 
posed cost to the government might 
have to be trimmed further. 

Estimated costs submitted by 
Chairman Lehlbach on the 45 divl- 
sor plan totalled $54,129,616. an- 
nually, of which the government's 
share would be $24,187,919, and 
the employes’ $29,941,697. The 
government’s contribution to the 
present plan is approximately $18,- 
000,000 annually, so the liberalized 
retirement would add only about 
$6,000,000. 

The bill reported by the commit- 
tee uses the divisor 40, which would 
increase these figures, Mr. Lehlbach 
pointed out, adding that no figures 
are available on the 40 divisor plan. 

The bill provides for optional re- 
tirement at the ages of 60, 62 and 
65, the latter age to govern the 
general run of departmental em- 
ployes. Railway mail clerks, me- 
chanics and laborers could retire at 
60 years, and mail carriers at 62. 


Cost to Workers Increased 


As already reported, 
ployes’ contribution is 
from 2% to 4 per cent. 

The provisions of the retirement 
act are also extended to cover em- 
ployes in the office of the recorder 
of deeds, as well as Panama 
Canal workers. 

The government contribution at 
this time is necessitated, Mr. Lehl. 
bach reported, because of the so- 
called deficiency costs. These ac- 
crue because of the number of 
employes who retire in the earlier 
operation of the law without hav- 
ing long contributed to its support, 
or in some instances without hav- 
ing contributed to it at all. This 
condition will not always exist, he 
pointed out, asserting that it is fair 
to assume that retirement will in 
time become self sustaining. 


Urges Action Now. 


The problem must be met and 
must be met now, he said. He 
recommended that the government 
start in 1928 to make annual ap. 
propriations to take care of its ob- 
ligations. There is no need of an 
appropriation now, he said. 

House managers plan to study 
the bill before assigning it a place 
on the calendar.

New York Ships and Navy 
Band Cheer Start of Hunt 
for New Land. 


PLANES PLACED ABOARD 
FOR FLIGHT ABOUT POLE 


King’s Bay, Spitzbergen, Is 
First Destination; Base 
to Be Established. 


New York, April 5 (By A. P.).— 
The Byrd arctic expedition started 
from Brooklyn navy yard today for 
the frozen North and the land of 
the midnight sun. 

The steamship Chantier sailed 
after Commander Richard E. Byrd 
and the 54 members of the expedi- 
tion, aided by bluejackets from the 
navy yard, had labored at high 
speed to stow below decks the two 
airplanes with which the explorers 
plan to fly over the north pole. 

A huge throng cheered the expedi- 
tion onits way. The navy yard band 
played ‘‘The Star-Spangled Banner’”’ 
and ‘“‘Auld Lang Syne,’’ and ves- 
sels in the harbor, with whistle and 
siren, paid parting respects to the 
wayfarers. A humble, but memory- 
stirring witness to the Chantier’s 
departure was the former steamship 
President Roosevelt, which carried 
Admiral Peary into the arctic when 
he discovered the north pole. The 
toosevelt now is a lowly tugboat, 
stationed at Staten Island. 

The Chantier’s destination was 
hing’s Bay, Spitzbergen, whence 
the first flight will be made, to 
Pearyland, 400 miles to the north- 
west. There, a flying base will be 
4 established from which the explor- 
“ers hope to make an 850-mile flight 

around the pole and back. 
Last-minute additions to the per- 
sonnel brought the total number 
Sailing up from 46 to 54. Winston 
H. Ehrgott and Paul Todaro, two 
members of the 1927 class at West 
Point, were the last to join. Dr.

He was Dynamite, a fox terrier sent 
to Commander Byrd by friends in 
Washington. He will be a mascot. 

Scientists and friends, guests of 
the commander at luncheon, ar- 
ranged to accompany the Chantier 
several miles out to sea on the 
Nourmahal, Vincent Astor's yacht. 
The guests, who are chief backers 
of the expedition, include John D. 
Rockefeller, jr., Vincent Astor, 
Edsel Ford and the explorer’s 
brother, Gov. Harry Flood Byrd of 
Virginia. 

Commander Byrd and the mem- 
bers of the expedition are confident 
of success. The triple object of the 
expedition is charting new lands, 
furthering commercial aviation and 
gathering meteorological data. In- 
cidentally, an attempt will be made 
to fly to the north pole.

MENCKEN 15 ARRESTED 
FOR SELLING MAGAZINE 


Suppression of Publication in 
Bay State to Be Tested 
in Boston Court. 


OBSCENITY IS. CHARGED 


Boston, Mass., April 5 (By A. 
P.).—Henry L. Mencken, editor of 
the American Mercury, today sub- 


mitted to arrest on Boston Common 
for the sale of his magazine, barred 
from the State, to “‘fight such pred- 
atory organizations as that of J. 
Frank Chase.’’ Chase is secretary 
of the Watch and Ward society, and 
it was on his complaint that the 
magazine was ordered suppressed. 

Mencken was so enthusiastically 
greeted by the crowd which .at- 
tended the advertised sale that it 
was with great difficulty and after 
15 minutes that Chase was able to 
push his way to the editor’s side, 
with the aid of several burly po- 
licemen, to make the purchase 
necessary for prosecution... The 
crowd followed the prisoner, his 
counsel, and the officers through 
the streets to police headquarters. 

The arraignment took little time. 
Mencken pleaded not guilty to pos- 
sessing obscene literature and to 
making a sale. He was released on 
bail for trial tomorrow morning. 
It was agreed that the facts of sale 
be admitted without witnesses and 
that the verdict be based upon the 
article objected to as obscene. Mr. 
Mencken, with Arthur Garfield 
Hayes, of the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union, came here this morn- 
ing. Mencken’s first step was to 
get from the city a license to vend 
newspapers and periodicals on the 
streets. He then notified Mr. Chase 
that he intended to sell a copy of 
the American Mercury at 2 o'clock 
at the corner of Park and Tremont 
streets. 


After his arraignment Mr. 


‘Mencken announced that he in- 


tended to seek in the Federal courts 
to restrain Mr. Chase and his asso- 
ciates from making vague threats 
with the intent of ruining the busi- 
ness of the publishers of the maga- 
zine. He charged that newsdealers 
had been intimidated and threat- 
ened by the secretary before any 
legal action had been taken to pre- 
vent its sale.

Letter to. Cardinal Pompilj 
Decries Government’s 
Activities. 


GRAVE OFFENSE IS SEEN 


Rome, April 6. (By A. P.).—The 
deportation of Catholics from Mex- 


ico has assumed the character of 
very grave offense against the 
honor due to God, Pope Pius assert- 
ed in a letter to Cardinal Pompilj, 
vicar general of Rome, made pub- 
lic today. The letter asked Cardi- 
nal Jompilj to urge the Catholics 
of Rome to offer “‘public prayer for 
speedy cessation of the religious 
persecutions in Mexic¢o.’’ 

The pontiff, however, expressed 
confidence in and praise for the 
episcopacy, clergy and Catholic 
population of “dear, generous Mex- 
ico.” He asserted that the ‘‘perse- 
cutions constitute a grave misfor- 
tune for souls and for the public 
good.,”’ 

Pope Pius continued:

SAYS CHANGES NEEDED 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Having recovered from the ill- 
ness that forced him to leave the 
stand last Thursday, Commissioner 
Dennis, Democrat, on the Tariff 
Commission, resumed his testimony 
yesterday on the operations of the 
tariff law before the Senate investi- 
gating committee. 

The commissioner explained that 
his inability to continue his testi- 
mony last week was due to a Dil- 
ious attack and not a nervous dis- 
order as then reported. He de- 
fended President Coolidge against 
the charge of ‘“‘packing’”’ the com- 
mission, declaring that the Presi- 
dent had appointed only three mem- 
bers of the present body, Commis- 
sioners Brossard and Baldwin and 
himself, 

He added that he was responsible 
for the appointment of Commis- 
sioner Baldwin, having recommend- 
ed him to the President, although 
recently he withdrew his indorse- 
ment. He declined to elaborate on 
the statement. other than to say 
that Commissioner Baldwin had 
“contributed nothing to the com. 
mission.”’ 

Mr. Dennis again offered to re- 
sign if his presence interfered with 
a reorganization of the commission, 
which he said was not functioning 
properly as now constituted. Men 
like Herbert Hoover and Owen D. 
Young, he thought, should be ap- 
pointed to the body. 

Attacking the method used in ob-

der of the term of six years. 


Either Vote Justified. 


If this be true, it is easy to 


figure where the votes are to come 
from to insure the retention of his 
seat. The radical and independent 
group in the Senate has been for 
him from the outset, and he has 
considerable support among the 
Democrats. A Democrat, Senator 
Stephens, of Mississippi, is the lone 
signer of the minority report, while 
Senator Wheeler, of Montana, 
coached at times. by Senator Reed, 
of Missouri, was his foremost cham- 
pion on the floor yesterday. 

There are so many technicalities 
involved in the contest that a vote 
either way can be justified. The 
question hinges largely upon 
whether the intent of the voter or 
the election laws of Iowa are to be 
given paramount consideration, 
though the majority report gives 
the victory to Mr. Steck in either 
event. 

Senator Caraway fought a sin- 
gle-handed battle and frequently 
was on the defensive, particularly 
when senators sought explanations 
of the discrepancies between the 
number of votes and the poll book 
records of certain precincts. 

He was less effective apparently 
as an advocate than in his usual 
role of critic, and he continually 
ruffled the feelings of senators 
whose inquiries brought forth the 
biting sarcasm for which the sena- 
tor from Arkansas is noted. Adher- 
ents of Senator Brookhart plainly 
were pleased by the results of the 
first day’s debate and did not hesi- 
tate to say so. 

Senator Caraway endeavored at 
the outset to explain in detail the 
procedure by which a majority of 
the privilege and elections commit- 
tee reached the conclusion that Mr. 
Steck had been elected to the seat 
now held by Senator Brookhart, but 
he had not proceeded far until the 
spirited interchanges, which fea- 
tured the session, got under way. 
From then on, it was a running, 
rapid fire debate, with numerous 
senators participating, the attend- 
ance on the floor being much larger 
than usual. 


Assails Legal Viewpoint. 


When opportunity was given for 
extended remarks, Senator Caraway 
insisted that Senator Brookhart had 
-no right to his sea under any in- 
terpretation of the law or of intent 
of the voters, and said that if legal 
technicalities were to be resorted to, 
the majority of the voters would be 
disfranchised. He questioned the 
propriety of Senator Brookhart 
making personal appeals to mem- 
bers of the Senate, and contrasted 
this with the conduct.of Mr. Steck, 
who had not approached a single 
senator since the contest was filed. 

Senator Cummins, who probably 
would be opposed for renomination 
by Senator Brookhart if the latter 
were unseated, obtained permission 
from the Senate to be excused from 
voting and left the chamber before 
the debate started.

OF TREATY OF LAUSANNE 


Tells the Protesting Episcopal 
Bishops There Are Sufficient 
Reasons for Approval. 


SPEEDY ACTION IS URGED 


(By the Associated Press.) 

There are good and wholly suffi- 
cient reasons why the treaty of 
Lausanne should be ratified, Chair- 
man Borah, of the Senate foreign 
relations committee, declared in a 
reply sent yesterday to the protest 
of 110 bishops of the Episcopal 
Church against ratification of that 
pact with Turkey. 

“Americans living and having in- 
terests in Turkey are, so far as I 
know, all in favor of ratification 
and urge speedy action,’’ wrote 
Senator Borah. 

“Our religious, educational, and 
business interests combine in ask- 
ing that the treaty be ratified. It 
does not seem either wise or in 
any sense justice upon the part of 
the government to leave these in- 
terests and these people without 
treaty protection. * * * 

‘‘In your protest you say that we 
should not resume friendly rela- 
tions with an avowedly unrepentent 
and anti-Christian government. To 
refuse friendly relations with all 
peoples who reject Christianity is 
not only unthinkable as a practical 
course for the government to pur- 
sue, but I had always supposed that 
the great, object of Christianity in 
international affairs was to estab- 
lish friendly relations, not only with 
other Christian nations but with the 
anti-Christian nations, that they 
might be brought in touch with the 
teachings of Christianity and there- 
by induced to accept its benign 
precepts. 

‘“‘Can we be of any possible serv- 
ice to our own people in Turkey or 
can we hope to have any influence 
in shaping policies along humani- 
tarian or religious lines in that par- 
ticular region of the world if we 
break off all relationship and sus- 
tain no method or manner of ordi- 
nary communication ?’’

If the United States should com- 
mit the error of joining in with the 
Berne convention of musical copy- 
rights, as is proposed, we should 
an additional means of mulcting 
‘the amuSement seekers of the 
| United States. Our laws as they 
Stand today are altogether too lib- 
‘eral in the protection which they 
‘afford the composers. Those gen- 
tlemen, who own the copyrights to 
|-about 90 per cent of the popular 
|music of today, have in the copy- 
‘right law almost unlimited power 
|to tax the public who patronize the 
|theaters and ‘‘movie’’ houses. Un- 
ider that law the American Society 
of Authors, Composers and Publish- 
ers may and does exact a license 
from practically every theater in 
the entire country. 

They are permitted to exact.a li- 
cense fee from these places of 
amusement, and there is no limit 
to the amount which they may de- 
mand. Also it is Known that they 
have their scouts on the constant 
lookout for places in small towns 
where they have no licensees, and 
whenever one of these is found 
using music the copyright of which 
‘is owned by the association they 
‘are permitted under the law to en- 
force a penalty the minimum 
which is $250, which means 
profits of an entire month for some 
|of these small places. 

' Jt is right and proper that the 
‘composer of a popular song or 
| other musical work should have the

The Pittman Act 
To the Editor of The Post

At the instance of the Treasury 
Department, the original Pittman 
act provided for sales or allocations 
of silver bullion to the mints for 
subsidiary coinage purposes, and it 
was provided that such allocations 
should be regarded as sales under 


the act, and against which equiva- 
lent purchases of silver from the 
American product should be madeg 
precisely as provided for other sale 
thereunder. Between September, 
1918, and -January, 1921, the 
director of the mint. made six 
allocations, for silver aggregating 
114,589,730 ounces. These were 
|duly granted, and the director in- 
|Structed to make purchases to the 
‘Same amount at the statutory price, 
This silver was also charged to the 
/mint account, just as other mint 
|purchases were’ charged, and. of 
these allocations all save 4,341, 
7993 ounces were duly coined. 

Subsequently, and in 1922, ‘the 
Secretary of the Treasury assumed 
‘the power to revoke these alloca- 
(tions, and refused to make pur- 
‘chases of the silver required, ag 
}above outlined. The pending Pitt- 
(man bill rests upon the assertion 
‘that the Secretary exceeded hig 
}authority in thus acting, there being 
no reason to justify other purchases@ 
under the act to balance other sales, 
and also to ‘justify this refusal, The 
Treasury’s contention that the pur- 
chases would confer a bonus of five 
millions of dollars upon silver pro- 
ducers is without merit, since the 
fund for the purchase was acquired 
by corresponding sales of bullion, 
and is in no sense a drain:upon the 
public treasury. Per contra, its re- 
coinage into silver dollars, as re- 
quired by the act, at 1.29 would 
mean a book profit to the Govern- 
ment of $4,231,021. 

The supporters of the bill contend 
that the Treasury Department has 
no discretion as to the execution of 
the law. The Senate committee on 
banking and currency, speaking 
through Senator Pepper, very 
properly said: 

‘‘Whether it was wise or unwise t 
pass the act is not the function of 
the committee, or the Treasury De- 
partment to decide. It is clear that 
the true intent and purpose of the 
act would be defeated if allocations © 
under it were treated as revocable.” — 

The House committee, in express- 
ing the same principle, said: 

‘The Pittman act having ‘passed 
in good faith, your committecp 
deemed it unwise to breach that — 
faith by refusing to carry it out, 
or to allow the comptroller general — 
of the United States to set aside a 
solemn act of Congress because, in 
his judgment, it is expedient to 
do so.” 

The question you propound, 
the light of this recital, must 
answered in the negative.

“LINE ALEAF” IN COURT 


Bandit Leader Nervous as He 
Hears Murder Charge 
Read at Buffalo. 


HAS NO FUNDS “NOW” 


Buffalo, N. Y., April 6 (By A. 
P.).—Richard Reese Whittemore, 
bandit leader, trembled and repeat- 
edly wetted his dry lips as he stood 
before the bar of justice today and 
heard Walter Hefzines, assistant 
district attorney, read two indict- 
ments charging him with murder. 

He may have been a dashing, 
dapper, fearless gunman at one 
time, but today he was just a ner- 
vous, frightened, unshaven and 
slightly flat-nosed youth. Detec- 
tive Sergt. James Quigley, to whom 
Whittemore was handcuffed during 
today’s court proceedings, said the 
erstwhile gang captain trembled 
like a leaf during the ceremony. 

Whittemore pleaded not guilty in 
a low voice after the indictments 
were read. In reply to questions 
he said he had no funds with which 
to retain counsel at present and 
asked that attorneys be assigned to 
defend him. 

Supreme Court Justice Thomas 
Noonan named W. Bart Sumner, a 
former assistant district attorney, 
and Melvin Green. Whittemore’s 
statement that he had no funds “‘at 
present,’’ was interpreted as indi- 
cating that the man whose admitted 
robberies have netted loot of near- 
ly $1,000,000, may yet be defended 
by counsel of his own choosing. 

Within fifteen minutes after 
Whittemore had been brought from 
detective headquarters, under heavy 
guard, he was remanded to the Erie 
county jail. 

The indictments charge Whitte- 
more with killing Louis Yarington, 
bank car guard, and Charles Clif- 
ford, driver of the car, during the 
robbery of the Bank of Buffalo's 
armored machine last October. The 
loot in this robbery was $93,000. 


Rubber in Philippines 
Is. Aim of Firestone 


Manila, April 5 (By A. P.)- 
Harvey Firestone, jr., son of the 
American rubber magnage, who will 
leave for Singapore Straits settle- 
ment tomorrow, has drafted a plan 
for the encouragement of rubber 
growing in the Philippines, which 
probably will be submitted to the 
legislature when it meets in June. 
The plan provides for leasing lands 
for 75 years, at the end of which 
period the land, together with im- 
provement would revert to the gov- 
ernment without compensation. 

The amount to be leased to any 
individual or corporation would be 
limited to 500,000 acres and the 
lessee would agree to plant at least 
265 per cent of the land in rubber 
within 15 years. Opportunity to 
obtain leases would be limited ‘to 
10 years in order to stimulate imme- 
diate development of rubber poss!i- 
bilities.

When the senator quoted Gen. 
Andrews as stating that the bootleg 
industry now extended over the en- 
tire country there was a siraining 
of necks to see the reaction on the 
prohibition director’s countenance. 
And when Mr. Bruce referred to 
prohibition as ‘‘a disastrous tragic 
failure, debasing human morals and 
discrediting human laws,’’ eyes were 
turned in the direction of Wayne B. 
Wheeler. 

Attacking the idea of doing away 
altogéther with liquor because it 
proved harmful to some persons, 
Senator Bruce contended that it 
might just as logically be decreed 
that motor cars be no longer used 
for pleasure because some are used 
for banditry or robbery. The illicit 
liquor industry brought about by 
prohibition thrives on attempted en- 
forcement, just as cancer thrives

upon the knife, Senator Bruce said. 

Getting down to figures, Senator 
Bruce proceeded to cite statistics 
with respect to the steady increase 
in arrests for drunkenness since 
prohibition, the constant increase in 
alcoholic deaths and cases of alco- 
holic insanity. There were 172,537 
illicit stills operating in conven- 
tionally dry States last year, he 
said. 

At this point Senator 
from his seat. 

“If you will pardon me, I’d like 
to leave for a few minutes, he said. 

‘It’s all right,’’ replied Senator 
Bruce. “I haven’t any hope of con- 
vincing you, anyway.” 

The situation with respect to pro- 
hibition arrests had now reached 
such a stage, Mr. Bruce said, that 
judges would have to drop all other 
cases and devote their time exclu- 
sively to prohibition cases if they 
were going to attempt to enforce 
this law. One judge committed 
suicide, he added, bec&use he was 
swamped with prohibition cases 
which he could not handle. 

The figures cited by Senator 
Bruce showed that in Boston ar- 
rests for drunkenness had jumped 
from 1921, when they numbered 
30,987, to 37,904 in 1925 In 
Newark, N. J., New York and other 
cities the figures told the same 
story. In Philadelphia, where 
Smedley Butler’s activities had 
been brought into play to make an 
example of this: one spot in the 
couniry, the arrests before he be- 
gan were 21,850 and in 1925, after 
his work, they were 658,617. In 
Washington arrests for drunken- 
ness were 6,375 in 1921 and 11,160 
in 1925, Senator Bruce stated. 

“There is nothing lo@éal, nothing 
regional, nothing sectional about 
it,’ said Senator Bruce in showing 
the increase in drunkenness since 
prohibition. He challenged the 
statement that the police arrested 
more intoxicated persons now than 
they attempted to arrest before the 
dry law. In Baltimore, he said, the 
contrary was the case. Before pro- 
hibition, the police did not hesitate 
to arrest intoxicated persons. Now, 
he said, the Baltimore police were 
as- hostile to prohibition as the 
great majority.of the people. 


Walsh rose 


Cites Price of Grapes. 


Notwithstanding efforts of the 
government to make alcohol too 
poisonous and nauseous for con- 
sumption, it was continuing to be 
imbibed, Senator Bruce said, and 
noonshine was now as ubiquitous as 
‘the rays of the moon.’’ The home: 
still, he said, would be made as 
common as the old-fashioned spin- 
ning wheel if prohibition con- 
tinued. The senator cited the case 
of a California grape grower who 
committed suicide when prohibition 
went into effect because he  be- 
lieved himself ruined through the 
disappearance of the industry. Cali- 
fornia grapes, the senator said, com- 
mand a price far greater than be- 
fore prohibition. 

Declaring that alcoholic deaths 
had trebled in New York and the 
health of citizens had been impair- 
ed by prohibition, Senator Bruce 
placed the blame on what he termed 
the ‘“‘Caesar Borgia poison and filth 
which attempted enforcement 
caused to fill the bowels of the 
American people.’’ Drinking among 
women had increased, he said, add- 
ing: 

“Women, young a and boys 
who never took a drink before pro- 
hibition, now drink freely.” 

Declaring further that deceit, 
tyranny, espionage, bribery and cor- 
ruption had been made rampant, 
Senator Bruce said the prohibition 
bureau had become a national scan- 
dal, that thousands of prohibition 
agents and police had ‘‘soiled their 
hands with bribes.”’ 

“By frugal living,’ the senator 
said, with evident sarcasm, ‘“‘the 
prohibition agents and police have 
found how to make a dollar go far 
indeed, because after a year in the 
service they are able to acquire 
automobiles and diamonds.’’ 

Senator Walsh returned to the 
room at 11:02, just as Senator 


cases where the coast guard had 
been found guilty of accepting 
bribes and indulging in corruption. 

“It’s hardly worth while to de- 
clare that prosperity in the United 
States is due to prohibition,’’ Sena- 
tor Bruce said, ‘‘when there is no 
such thing as prohibition.” 

Senator Bruce then explained his 
amendment which would permit 
government regulation of the liquor 
traffic, without interfering with the 
right of States to control the situa- 
tion within their own borders. As 
this plan is fashioned after the Ca- 
nadian plan, Mr. Bruce gave some 
facts as to how the Canadian plan 
ia now working. He cited figures 
to show a steady decrease in ar- 
rests for drunkenness. 

“In 1923,” he said, ‘‘the arrests 
for drunkenness were eight times 
as many in dry Boston as in wet 
Quebec.”’ 

Senator Edge followed Senator 
Bruce. on the stand. He stressed 
the fact that the antiprohibition 
campaign which he was sponsoring 
was not a campaign to bring back 
intoxicating liquor ‘as is so often 
claimed by the fanatical dry.” 
“Intoxicating Mquor is with us

Edge Urges Modification. 


“I ‘confidently assert if the Vol- 
stead act is modified up to the point 
of constitutional limitation, as is 
universally demanded, much of the 
existing spirit of challenge and pro- 
test will be eliminated and viola- 
tion of the c substantially re- 
duced. The time has arrived for 
Congress to cease trying to find ex- 
cuses to postpone modification or to 
refuse to meet this situation. The 
time has come for Congress to help 
find a legal way to do so.”’ 

Senator Edge’s bill proposes that 
the law be amended so that beer 
and wine may be manufactured and 
sold provided they are not “intoxi- 
cating in fact.’’ The courts have 
held, he said, that fruit juices 
which are not ‘“intoxicating in fact’’ 
may be manufactured. But beer 
must remair less than one-half of 
1 per cent of alcoholic content, he 
declared. 

“The farmer with his grapes or 
apples can legally go the limit,% 
said Senator Edge. ‘‘The industria 
worker with his beer can goto jail.” 

This was discrimination of an 
un'varranted kind, which would be 
done away with by’ his bill, said 
Senator Edge. To obviate the pos- 
sibility of the return of the saloon 
in any form the bill provides that 
the light wines and beer ‘‘not intoxi- 
cating in fact’’ cannot be served 
where sold or drunk on the prem- 
ises. The bill would not solve ‘the 
prohibition problem entirely, he 
said, but would be a step in the 
right direction. 


Sees More Illicit Saloons. 


“This country was not a whisky 
consuming country before prohibi- 
tion. This contention is borne out 
by statements of representatives of 
the Antisaloon league itself. Sena- 
tor Dill, of Washington, in a radio 
speech made in February, stated 
‘92 per cent of saloon business in 
the United States before prohibi- 
tion was beer business.’ ”’ 

“Speaking of saloons,’’ Senator 
Edge continued, “I am not going 
to take the time today to reiterate 
What has been so many =§ times 
proven, that while, of course, we 
have no legal saloons, we must 
have more places where illicit 
liquor is sold than we had saloons 
in former days or we would not 
have increased arrests for drunken- 
ness.’’ 

When Senator Edge concluded, 
Mr. Codman took the stand to make 
a brief statement and to summon 
wet witnesses. But he had scarcely 
Stated his name and the organiza- 
tions he represented before Senator 
Walsh wanted to know if he had 
written authority from these organ- 
izations to represent them. This 
apparently aroused Senator Reed 
who deprecated the idea of seem- 
ingly challenging the witness before 
he began. But Mr. Walsh continued 
to ask pointed questions about the 
organizations and finally asked Mr. 
Codman if he would supply the com- 
mittee with a list of the names of 
those who made up the Association 
Against the Prohibition Amend- 
ment. ‘ 

This brought the retort from Col. 
Stayton, head of the association, 
who was present, that the request 
of the senator from Montana could 
be complied with but that the list 
numbered 720,000 names and it 
would therefore be some task to 
send them all in. Mr. Walsh then 
said he would be satisfied with the 
names of the officials of the organi- 
zation. 

Mr. Codman presented his case 
with reserve and was not inter- 
rupted until he broached the subject 
of asking the committee to sub- 
poena witnesses in cases where their 
testimony was considered essential 
to making out the case of the anti- 
prohibitionists. This reference 
seemed to touch an acutely sensitive 
nerve and Senator Means at once 
took steps to shut off. further dis- 
cussion of the point. He said that 
Mr. Codman should make the re- 
quest in writing so that the com- 
mittee could consider it. 

When Mr. Codman sought to ex- 
plain further, Mr. Means again cut 
him short. Senator Reed pleaded 
that Mr. Codman be at least given 
the opportunity to make his state- 
ment. 

“T don’t even know what he is 
going to say,’’ said Senator Reed. 

But Senator Means stuck to his 
point that reference to subpenas 
for wet witnesses be submitted in 
writing and not discussed and Mr. 
Codman dropped the subject with 
the understanding that his request 
in writing could be submitted in 
time for action today. Whether’ 
the committee will stand by the 
original decision to refuse to issue 
subpenas will be determined with- 
in a day or two, if not today. 

Mr. Andrews was sworn at 12:10. 
He explained, in answer to Mr. 
Codman’s first inquiry, how the 
prohibition department had been 
reorganized when he assumed 
charge April 1 of last year. 

“IT came to the conclusion,’’ 
Andrews said, ‘that reorganiza- 
tion was necessary. Particularly 
as to the field force and the adop- 
tion of a definite policy.”’ ' 


Reorganization Explained. 


“What were 
wished 
asked. 

Gen. Andrews explained that 
there were several. No one could 
be held responsible for results in 
the first place, he said. Secondly, 
there was a division of responsi- 
bility with respect to law enforce- 
ment. The new plan put into efiect 
by Gen. Andrews implied . team 
work between the prohibition offi- 
cers and the officials of: the De- 
partment of Justice, who try the 
cases in the courts, and cdoperation 
with local authorities. . 

The total prohibition force num- 
bers 3,600, including 350 for the 
narcotic squad.. There are 700 in 
Washington and the rest in the 
fleld. An increase of 200 is needed, 
Gen. Andrews added. 

Mr. Codman’s question as to. the 
reasons for changes in personnel 
rafter Gen. Andrews took charge 
was not answered by the general. 
Asked about the proportion of his 
force which worked on law enforce- 
ment and which worked on super- 
vising or controlling permits, Gen.

Prohibition Chief Issue, 
Republican Women Told 


Prohibition is the chief political 
issue before the country, Repre- 
sentative Watson, of Pennsylvania, 
declared in an address yesterday 
before the League of Republican 
Women of the District in the Will- 
ard: hotel. 

“Not since the passage of the 
Volstead act has there been such a 
revolt against the dry laws as there 
is today,‘‘ Representative Watson 
declared. 

“Politicians in all parts of the 
country who are opposed to pro..ibi- 
tion are taking advantage of the 
wave, hoping thus to land in Con- 
gress on the assumption that the 
people want light wines and beer. 
The public would have upheld the 
eighteenth amendment, I believe, ii 
the Volstead act had not been made 
so drastic, This nation is a world 
power largely because of its liberal 
laws. 

“Prohibition as it is today can no* 
be enforced, in the opinion of its ad- 
vocates, without further drastic 
laws providing long terms of im- 
prisonment, heavy fines and _ the 
search of private dwellings. This 
will cost taxpayers millions upon 
millions, of dollars.’’ 


No Prohibition in St. Louis, 
Health Commissioner Says 


St. Louis, Mo., April 5 (By A. 
P.).—‘‘There is no such thing as 
prohibition in St. Louis; that is, 
if ope wants liquor and has the 
price, it can be obtained.’”’ Health 
Commissioner Max Starkloff made 
the above statement without quali- 
fication in a letter to Senator Wal- 
ter E. Edge (Republican), New 
Jersey, who is taking a prominent 
part in the fight for modification of 
the prohibition law before the Sen- 
ate committee in Washington. Dr. 
Starkloff has been invited to atttend 
sessions of the committee, but will 
be unable to attend because of ill 
health.

from 1914 to 1919, inclusive, be- 
fore the Volstead act went, into ef- 
fect, 8,181 alcoholic cases were 
treated at the city hospital, while 
in the following five years, from 
1920 to 1925, this:number was al- 
most doubled, 14,254 cases of al- 
coholism having been’ treated at the

- Commissioner Starkloff, continu- 
ing, points out that the patients 
treated at the hospital during the 
period following prohibition were 
in a worse condition, due to the

MACGREGOR ANSWERS 
METHODIST ATTACK 


Asks if Capper and Pepper} 


Are to Be Condemned 
for Boxing Bills. 


‘The Methodist board of temper- 
ance, prohibition and public morals 
should ‘“‘look after the mote’’ in its 
own eyes, Representative MacGre- 
r, New York, declared in a state- 
ment yesterday. Mr. MacGregor 
answered attacks in the board’s 
clip sheet against his bill which 
would legalize boxing bouts in the 
District. 

“The immorality of the mind of 
the writer of the sheet is indicated 
by the statement, ‘And shall the na- 
tion’s capital issue an invitation to 
automobile thieves, gamblers, yeggs 
and perverts who follow inevitably 
in the train of prizefighting?’’’ de- 
clared Mr. MacGregor.

RICKETS AND FOOD. 
ELLANBY, a great British 
M authority, holds that so far 
as the prevention of rickets 
is concerned, it is unimportant 
whether a person eats white bread 
or whole wheat bread. Those who 
live on whole wheat bread are just 
as much subject to rickets, be they 
young or old, children or old folk, 
or in between, if they eat whole 
wheat bread as though they had 
been indulging in the more ortho- 
dox article. 

Among other qualities, whole 
wheat bread contains more lime and 
phosphorous than white bread, es- 
pecially the white bread made with 
water rather than milk. But Mel- 
lanby’s research shows that some- 
thing more than richness in lime or 
phosphorus, or combination of the 
two, is required. It is not enough 
to have a horse and a troughful of 
water. Something to make the horse 
drink is required. 

Mellanby investigated the ability 
of a diet composed almost wholly of 
cereals to cause rickets. From that 
standpoint, oatmeal was found to be 
much the worst of the cereals. Then 
followed, in the order named,.corn, 
barley, rice and wheat. 

Food, taken by itself, is not a 
cause of rickets, but improper food 
contributes to the development of 
rickets when the person or the ani- 
mal does not get enough sunlight or 
lives under some other bad hygienic 
condition. As a practical matter, 
improper food is rarely even a con- 
tributing factor of importance. That 
is because practically everybody 
eats a varied diet in which there is 
a considerable amount of elements 
which protect against rickets. 

Mellanby asks, ‘‘Why is it that 
in Great Britain, where we have so 
little sunlight in winter and where 
we eat so much oatmeal, rickets is 
not a universal disease?’ He then 
answers his own question: “It is 
because the people eat good whole 
milk on their oatmeal.’’ 

Of all the foods which protect 
against rickets, cod liver oil is the 
best. It is not the only one, how- 
ever. Most fish are good protectors 
against the disease, but the fat fish 
are greatly to be preferred. Whole 
milk, egg yolk and good meat are 
also up near the top. If, then, a 
man eat some fat fish, or a piece of 
good meat, or an egg or two for 
his breakfast, he can eat oatmeal 
with entire safety, while milk on 
his oatmeal is all to the good. 

Efforts have been made to find 
out just what is the substance in 
oatmeal which makes for rickets. 
Although it is not certain, the prob- 
able element is a fatty acid. In 
the tropics the people eat a heavy 
cereal diet, but they are protected 
from rickets by the long hours of 
good sunlight which they get. 

It may be possible before long 
for the people who live where the 
winter days are almost sunless to 
have their oatmeal and other 
cereals and their milk, meat and 
fish radiated before it is sold. Radi- 
ated foods, honestly treated and 
honestly sold, may yet be found in 
the market. under general market 
conditions of sale. It is the preg- 
nant and nursing women and the 
actively growing children that need 
to watch out for rickets; to eat 
plenty of foods that prevent it and 
to get plenty of sunlight.

We ‘look on rice as a produet 
very*much a part of the far East— 
of the Philippines and of India—and 
it is true that in ages past the peo- 
ples of these remote corners of the 
earth have been the chief producers 
and consumers of the cereal, but 
the use of rice as a food is a custom 
that has been handed down to us 
for generation upon generation. It 
seems to be proved that the wide 
valley of the River Euphrates was 
particularly adapted to the cultiva- 
tion of this food and that rice was 
not an uncommon crop in that coun- 
try as much as 400 years before 
Christ. 

Rice, as we all know, requires 
low, wet land for its success. If 
sufficient water does not abound 
irrigation must supply the lack. 
Thus it came about that the people 
of the far lands in the long ago 
drew close to the low areas, where 
rice could easily be grown, made 
rice their chief food, and the coun- 
tryside round about the rice fields 
their home. The vicinities sur- 
rounding the rice fields became over- 
populated, but rice growing became 
one of the chief occupations of the 
land, and is to this day. 

Strange as it may seem, this 
cereal, seemingly so closely con- 
nected with southern China, India 
and the Philippines, is now grown 
in sufficient quantity in our own 
country to very nearly meet its 
needs. The first few seeds came 
to us in an interesting manner. An 
English boat, homeward bound 
from Madagascar, was storm-blown 
into the port of Charleston, S. C., 
and a small bag of rice from its 
cargo was given Gov. Smith by the 
captain of the ship. Little by little 
its cultivation spread, until now 
nearly all of our Southern States 
produce rice in considerable quan- 
tities. Many States that are not 
Southern have also taken up its 
cultivation, with the aid of dikes 
and dams, and California has found 
the delta of the Sacramento to be 
a rice land of promise. 

A little over 25 years ago we 
considered rice a “Southern dish.’’ 
It is now a common, everyday food- 


stuff East, West, North and South, 
with high nutritive value and many 
varied uses. 


In addition to our menu today 
I am going to give you a rather 
unusual way to prepare rice for 
use as a side dish. Do not add 
potatoes to a menu ca.ing for rice. 
One starchy food is sufficient. Let 
the remainder of your menu consist 
of fresh green things, plus the nec- 
essary bread, dessert, &c.

Drain the liquor from one can of 
peas and rinse them. Rub them 
through a sieve. To each cup of 
pulp add two beaten whole eggs, 
two tablespoonfuls melted butter 
and one-half teaspoon salt and pep- 
per mixed (one-fourth each). Adda 
few drops of onion juice and turn 
the mixture into buttered gem pans, 
set the gem pans in a pan of hot 
water as for baked custard, cover 
with brown paper and bake until 
firm. Serve with white sauce to 
which you have added either a few 
peas reserved for the purpose or, 
preferably, a few mushrooms. 


Savory Rice. 

1 cup rice 

4 slices bacon 

Salt, pepper to taste 

1 onion 

l1- green pepper 

1%, cup tomato sauce 

Boil the cup of rice in salted 
water for 25 minutes. Grind the 
bacon, one green pepper, and onion 
and cook in frying pan until brown. 
Drain rice and add to mixture to- 
gether with one-half cup tomato 
sauce and seasoning. Bake in cas- 
serole dish for 15 minutes in a hot 
oven.

This circumstance 
did a good deal to spread an opinion 
that winter Crop prospects had been 
fully discounted for at least the time 
being and turn attention to cold 
weather and consequent delays to 
seeding in the Northwest. 

Most of the sellin under which 
corn worked to new , levels was 
from Chicago traders, but included a 
considerable amount of sales due to 
standing orders to stop losses at va- 
rious fixed limits. Receipts of corn 
here today were liberal, 416 cars, 
largely from Iowa. On the other 
hand, the corn visible supply showed 
a moderate decrease.

Today there are 
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Force Stock Prices Down 


By 8. S. FONTAINE. 


New York, April 5.—After a 
thorough and thoughtful study of 
the money market and its relation 
to the stock market, the bureau of 
business conditions of the Alex- 
ander Hamilton Institute concludes 
that the current quotations for 
securities have probably discounted 
the withdrawal of funds for the 
spring trade financing. 

The condition of the New York 
bank statement has a definite rela- 
tion to the trend of the _ stock 
market. Deposits have fallen over 
$200,000,000 during the first 
quarter. The total loans have not 
declined much because commercial 
credit has incre*sed while credit to 
brokers has bee. curtailed. 

The calling of loans by the banks 
has been a factor in forcing se- 
curity prices downward. The pres- 
sure of short selling has been re. 
sponsible for carrying prices below 
intrinsic values in many cases. 
Professional short selling, however, 
could not have forced such an «&x- 
tensive slump had it not been for 
the unfavorable condition of 
brokers’ loans.

During the last three months in- 
dustry has been active and com- 
mercial credit has been in demand. 
This increased need of credit for 
trade has curtailed the supply 
available for stock speculation. 
The outside banks have been with- 
drawing funds from New York. 
Those outside banks must serve 
business interests. In 1925 they 
had idle funds which were sent to 
New York for employment. The 
Wall street banks were merely 
agents. They loaned these funds 
to stock market borrowers, and 
stocks advanced. In 1926 the out- 
side banks have withdrawn funds 
from New York because the money 
is needed elsewhere. The follow- 
ing table shows the recent decline 
in the loans which the New York 
banks have arranged for the ac- 
count of outside banks:

“The resources which the New 
York banks control for their own 
account are less than 10 per cent 
of the total banking resources of 
the country. Their ability to make 
loans on speculative secur“ies de- 
pends measurably upon 1 ceiving 
idle funds from the outsid:. Will 
the outside banks continue to with- 
draw funds? We expect the de- 
mand for commercial credit to con- 
tinue heavy for some months to 
come. The peak of spring trade 
financing, however, usually comes 
between the middle of Mafch and 
the middle of April. The stock 
market has probably discounted the 
withdrawal of funds for spring 
trade financing. 


“Having discounted the imme- 
diate credit strain and with favor- 
able statements of earnings to be 
reported during the coming month, 
a rally in stocks is a reasonable 
expectation.’’

NCH OLD STREET 


PAVEMENT IN CITY. 
REPORT DECLARES 


815,515 Square Yards, 30 or 
More Years Old, Found 
by Investigators. 


COST TO REPLACE AREA , 
IS SET AT $2,446,545 


Figures Prepared for Senate 
Appropriations Committee 
and Commissioners. 


The District highway depart- 
fhent has prepared a report for the 
Senate appropriation committee 
showing that there are 815,515 
square yards of street pavement in 
Washington 30 or more years old, 
to replace which would cost 
$2,446,545. 

This represents the extent to 
which the District is in arrears in 
the resurfacing of streets that have 
obsolete pavements, and the sum 
Congress would have to appropri- 
ate to bring the District up to date. 
Two stretches of pavement named 
in the report were laid 59 years 
ago and have not been renewed 
since. They are Grant place north- 
west between Ninth and Tenth 
streets, and De Sales street north- 
west from Seventeenth street to 
Connecticut avenue. 

Of pavements 25 to 29 years old, 
there are 431,116 square yards, to 
resurface which would cost $1,293, 
348. Between 21 and 24 years old 
there are 477,418 square yards, for 
renewal of which $1,432,254 would 
be required. ; 

“The Senate committee asked for 
information of this character when 
we appeared before it to urge lib- 
eral appropriations to maintain 
streets,’’ said Maj. R. A. Wheeler, 
assistant to the engineer commis- 
sioner. ‘‘I said offhand that to 
treat all pavement 30 years old or 
more we would have to resurface 
between 650,000 and 800,000 
square yards. 


Investigation Shows More. 


“Upon returning to the District 
building I had an _ investigation 
started to check up-on what I had 


said. I found there was more old 
pavement than I thought. So the 
results were tabulated and pre- 
sented to the commissioners and the 
committee. 

“In some cities the life of an as- 
phalt pavement is held to be 20 
years, which means that they pro- 
vide for renewing them at the end 
of that time. Here we hold its life 
to be 30 years. We have one piece 
of paving 45 years old, which we 
do not plan to resurface for a year 
or two yet. It is in good condition. 
We have a small percentage of road 
surfaces under 30 years of age that 
we have to renew. 

“Some of the members of Con- 
gress expressed the thought that 
we should renew every 20 years. 
This table shows that to bring us 
up to date according to our own 
standard will take $2,500,000 and 
to raise the standard to 20 years 
and wipe out arrears would take 
more than twice that sum.”

The Southern Appalachian park 


commission will meet in the In- 
terior Department building this 
afternoon to complete its report as 
to the status of the two proposed 
national parks in the East, which 
will then be presented to Secretary 
of the Interior Work. 

The reports will cover every 
phase of the two designated areas 
to be considered in the creation of 
the parks, Representative Henry W. 
Temple, of Pennsylvania, chairman 
of the commission, declared last 
night. One of the principal featxres 
will be the money subscribed for 
the purchase of the park lands. 

It is understood that the report 
will be favorable as to the funds for 
the purchase of the Shenandoah 
national park in the Blue Ridge 
mountains, 75 miles from Wash- 
ington. The amount required for 
the presentation of the bill creating 
the park to Congress has been more 
than raised, and the general pros- 
pects are very satisfying, although 
a large sum yet has to be raised 
before the purchase price will be 
attained. But with the making of 
the favorable report, the bill can 
be presented before Congress, it is 
explained. It is understood that 
the bill has already been drawn up 
and soon will be filed. 

The report on the Great Smoky 
mountain conservation park in 
North Carolina and Tennessee will 
state that the required amount has 
not entirely been raised, it is said. 
This will only mean a delay in the 
creation of the park, however, it is 
declared. 


TESTIMONY OF FAGA’S

Two steam boiler operators, Mur-

Grading in the oral examinations 
for licenses, which was completed 
yesterday, showed that many men 
were aspiring to the construc- 
tion jobs: Of the 37 men taking 
the test only 3 passed. In previous 
weekly examinations, 5 or 6 wers 
usually examined, Building Inspec- 
tor Oehmann said, of which num- 
ber most passed.

Will Decree Upheld 
By Appellate Court 


The Court of Appeals yesterday 
sustained a decree signed by Jus- 
tice Hoehling in equity court 
whereby the American Security & 
Trust Co., trustees under the will 
of the late Mrs. Anna L. Morton, 


widow of the late Levi P. Morton, 
former Vice President of the United 
States, was directed to distribute 
to the five surviving grandchildren 
of Mrs. Morton, the one-twenty- 
fourth share of the $2,000,000 Mor- 
ton estate to which a sixth and de- 
ceased grand child was entitled to. 

The deceased grandchild was 
Lewis M. Rutherfurd, and his fa- 
ther, Winthrop C. Rutherfurd, con- 
tested the decree signed by Justice 
Hgehling and appealed. Mrs. Mor- 
ton died August 19, 1919. The de- 
cree resulted from a petition by the 
trust company for a construction 
of the will as there was some doubt 
as to whether the sisters and broth- 
ers of the deceased grandchildren 
were his heirs or whether his fa- 
ther was his heir within the mean- 
ing of the will.

More Than $775,000
